Is Now Asserted to Be Necessary to 
Save Its Owners from Degeneracy 
, of Old Age.

Chronicle:}] This year it would appear 
that the —— is coming into fash- 
ion again. e scientists, with Metch- 
nikof! among them, have discovered 
the function of the appendix. It is 
this organ which is charged with the 
important duty of preserving mankind 
from the “degeneracy of old age.” 
According to this theory, it would 
Seem to be one of the most useful 
and valuable organs in the whole of 
the human body. Without an appen- 
dix a man can only look forward to a 
degenerate pid age. So that Nature 
was only partially “tn error when sh 
allowed the appendix to remain in the 
She was right in treat- 
ing it as a necessary and useful part 
of the intestine; she has only made 
the mistake of placing it in an incon- 
and undesirabie position. | 
This mistake the scientists now pro- 
pose to rectify. . 

Normally this little appendage is 
Placed very deep in the abdominah 
cavity, protected by the thick mus- 
cles of the back and by masses of in- 
testines. The latest scientific sugges- 
tion is that it should be brought up 
to the surface of the abdominal wali— 
not only to the surface, but through 
the surface of this wall; that there it 
should be attachetl, and that when it 
had grown to the wall, its end, which 
is closed like the finger-tip of a glove,

Charles N. Haskell and 
other prominent Oklahomans. 

The decision, involving, as it does, 
the legality of millions of dollars worth 
of lots created great consternation 
here. Not only are Gov. Haskell and 
associates involved in the charge of 
fraud, but about 1500 subsequent pur- 
chasers of lots are vitally interested. 
Judge Campbell announced, however, 
that all imnocent purchasers would be 
protected. 

These suits were brought by the 
United States for the Creek Indian 
nation to recover for the tribe Musko- 
gee town lots, aggregating 3000 acres 
of land, and alleged to have been ‘ob- 
tained by Gov. Haskell and the other 
defendants by the fradulent scheduling 
of “dummies.” 

Judge Campbell overruled the demur- 
rers of the defendants to the petition 
of the government and decided the 
cases on their merits against the de- 
fendants on the allegation that they 
obtained the lots by fraud. 

Out of these civil suits grew the 
criminal prosecution against the Gov- 
ernor, and six others for which they 
were once indicted. These indictments 
were quashed at Tulsa recently, but a

LENGTHS TO WHICH JUDGES CAN 
GO WHEN ONCE AROUSED. 


Human Life the Basis of Civiliza- 
tion and Should Be Saved—Losges 
Suffered by Clients Because of the 
Inefficiency of Their Lawyers and 
Technicality of the Laws. 


{Collier's Weekly:] Inu Tacoma, 
Wash., Salvador Pagano keeps a fruit 
stand. He was charged in 1892 with 
murder in the @irst degree. Because he 
was a foreigner and believed to be of a 
vindictive race, feeling against him ran 
high. He was convicted on the film- 
siest evidence. One of the facts proved 
that Pagano had cut a piece of cloth 
out of his vest. Pagano, in his de- 
fense, innocently pointed to his panta- 
loons, to which garment he had re- 
moved an unnecessity bit of waistcoat 
to make a necessary bit of pantaloons. 
The piece of cloth was supposed to have 
contained blood, though it was nevef 
proved. Pagano's lawyer was a day or 
two late in filing his statement on mo- 
tion for a new trial. He explained to 
the court that Pagano was so poor 


money to prosecute his appeal sooner. 
The Supreme Court said they were 
sorry, but Pagano would have to hang 
—this was. a case where he could not 
afford to be late. Meanwhile public 
sentiment had changed. t was dis- 
covered that another, not Pagano, was 
most likely the guilty person. The Leg- 
islature was in session, and a special 
law, clumsily drawn, was hastily 
passed to try to fit Pagano's case. The 
Supreme Court being, after all, human, 
having taken note of these things, the 
lawyers got together and agreed to, 
waive all technicalities, and the case 
was submitted to the Supreme Court— 
irregularly, but submitted, neverthe- 
less. That court (Seventh Washington 
State Reports, p. 549) wrote an opinion 
in favor of Pagano's innocence on the 


good to read, it is so ih contrast with 
the one written the year befdre, when, 
with the same record before them, 
they decided to let Pagano hang. Of 
course, the statutory time within which 
an appeal may be perfected is held by 
the courts to be jurisdictional; that is 
to say, that if the time is allowed to go 
by, the court loses all power to pass 
upon the case. But here is an instance 
where, under the spur of public senti- 
ment, the court awoke to a realization 
of the fact that human life and, lib- 
erty, ang not red tape, were, after all, 
at the ttom of civilisation. 

This same red tape which so often 
defeats justice in criminal cases oper- 
ates in hundreds of civil case to the 
abuse of justice. I have in min4 a cit- 
izen of one of our Western State who 
had a case involving $100,000,000 worth 
of property. He lost/it in the lower 
court through a judicial ruling which, 
in another case, was afterward reversed 
by the Supreme Court; but he lost his 
appeal and his property because bis. 
lawyers failed to comply with the 
rules of the Supreme Couft in the prep- 
aration of their bill of exceptions: that 
ig to say, they did not set out the 
points of the case in the particular 
Manner required the rules of court 
last promulgated. This case is found 
in the published repe®ts. That court 
had licensed those lawyers; their fault 
Was not the fault of the client, who 
had done his share when he employed 
three lawyers coming to him with cre- 
dentials from the very court to which 
is appeal was directed. Those law- 
yers are still practicing law; they were 
not even fined or reprimanded; but the 
Innocent, plundered ¢lient is working 
for day wages, all he had swept away 
by a rule of court which favored the 
mental indolence of the judges, but 
which touched no point of his contro- 
versy. 

In Seattle last year a man was 
charred with and tried for practicing 
dentistry without a license. Each par- 
ticular piece of evidence necessary to 
make out the case on the part of the 
State was proved, except that the 
prosecutor, having procured the prose- 
Cuting witness to exhibit his botched 
tooth to the jury, either forgot or didn't 
think it pas necessary to ask the wit- 


tooth, and so,slost his case. It seems 
the statute made it a misdemeanor to 
mend a “human tooth” for a fee with- 
out a license. Now the sensible pre- 
sumption—the presumption that men 
or ‘judges would naturally indulge tn if 
they had not become imbued with the! 
pession of peering for loopholes—would | 
be that the tooth wa# natural and not 
artificial. But if we presumed that | 
the law would cease to be anh “exact”!

21, Harley Hamilton directing, will 
mark the largest gathering of orches- 
tral players under one baton ever re- 
corded west of Chicago.

human life to find a decent family springing from a 


corrupt motherhood... When you come to corrupt the 
mothers of a nation in their entirety or even generally, 
you have a corrupted nation, without virile strength, 
incapable of great achievements, a prey to foreign foes 
and always tottering to its decay. 

_ We have an illuminating example of this before us in 
‘these current days. We have a nation hoary with 
years torn asunder by internal commotion, threatened 
by invasion from without and apparently unable longer 
to maintain its integrity of being because of the gen- 
eral, the universal corruption that spreads from the 
throne in the palace to the beggar in the street. And 
what has been the canker eating at the heart of the 
Turkish nation and the Turkish people? The .Mosaic 
account of creation presents to us a picture of a monog- 
amous household, Adam the man with the one wife, 
Eve. You can come down page by page in the history 
of the world from that day to this and the monoga- 
mous nation has, as a very broad rule, been the na- 
tion of high spiritual attainment, of high mental devel- 
opment, of achievement, of great men and of long dura- 
tion.

The higher the type of mother- 
hood the more keen the anxiety, the more bitter the 
tears that accompany this high endowment of woman. 
The mother of the purest, loftiest. greatest Man that 
ever trod the earth was the one of whom it was said: 
“A sword shall pierce through thine own heart also.” 

But these contributions asked for suffering mothers do 
not embrace the thought of suffering motherhood. It is | 
simply the mothers whose means are inadequate to meet 
the demands made upen them for the care and suste- 
nance of their offspring. This is something only. moth-— 
ers can-feel or conceive the idea of. Men niay’ feel the 
pangs of hunger and perish from cold in their own per- 
sons, but to the last death gasp they cannot begin to 
eonceive the agony that pierces a mother’s heart as she 
hears her child beg in vain for a crust of bread. 

This is a wealthy and prosperous community. The 
number of indigent mothers in Los Angeles is very 
much less in proportion to the total population than in 
any other city in the world. It is easier to meet the 
demands of this collection to. be taken up today here 
than elsewhere. We pride ourselves greatly upon the 
high. grade of our civilization. This is a city of 
churches. It contains more professing Christians in 
proportion to its population than perhaps any other city 
in America. Even those who do not “name the 
name of Christ” yet do make perhaps more boast than 
those that do of their humanitarian impulses and their 
interest in the race. Here is a. common standing 
ground, we would not say for thode who are religious 
and for those who are pot, but here is a common stand- 
ing ground in common religion for all the men born 
of woman to get together and demonstrate the sincerity 
of their religious professions, of their boasted humani- 
tarian impulses, by seeing that the material results of 
this Mothers’ Day shall be larger in proportion to the |. 
population and assessed wealth of this city than in any 
other in the United States.

His MAJESTY INTERVIEWED IN His 


ROYAL PALACE AT SEOUL. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 


EOUL, 1909.—I have just returned from an audi- 

ence with His Imperial Majesty Yi Chok, the Em- 

peror of Korea. 
one of the four great establishments which His Majesty 
owns in and about Seoul, and as we talked I could hear 
the hammers of the carpenters who are building a 
great audience hall near by for. the receptions of the 
future. My meeting with the Emperor had been ar- 
ranged by Viscount Sone, the acting Japanese Resident 
General, at the suggestion of Prince Ito, of whom I had 
requested an audience when I met him at his villa near 
Tokio, some months ago. The Emperor of Korea is now 
under the absolute contro) of the Japanese government. 
Prince Ito is his adviser, and the country is ruled by 
nominal head. In 
other letters I shall show whether this is for the good 
or ill of Korea. Today I write of His Majesty alone 
and of the royal family to which he belongs. 


A Blue Blooded Monarch. 


If blue blood means anything Yi Chok ought to be 
one of the strongest monarchs on earth, There is no

doubt but that he is the weakest. Nevertheless, his 
veins are streaked with a cerulean fluid which began 
its royal flow a hundred years before Columbus discov- 


ered America.

The King and Queen were somewhat related to each | 
other, and Yi Chok is the offspring of the intermar- | 
riages of many cousins during these past generations. | 
queen of the past. 


He came into life a weakling, mentally and physically. 
One of our early Ministers to Korea, writing to our 
State Department concerning his audiences with this 
man’s father, mentions in a foot note having seen the 
Crown Prince. When the state paper was printed, a 
foot note, which was intended only for the Secretary’s 
eye, was added to the bottom of the message. It stated 
that the Crown Prince was weak mentally, and that, in 
the opinion of the Minister this was an evidence of the 
evil effects of the intermarriage of near relatives. 

His Majesty’s father has never been noted for strength 
of character, and he has evidently inherited nothing 
from his mother, who belonged to the Min family, and 
was one of the most forceful women who have ever 
been connected with an Asiatic throne. 


A Baby of Thirty-five. 


The weakness of the Emperor's mind has long been 
a matter of remark among both Koreans and foreign- 
ers. He has little more intellect than a baby, although, 
it is said, his mind has brightened since he was cho- 
sen Emperor, now only a little more than a year ago.

Each was borne in 
a gorgeous closed chair, consisting of a box, about three 
feet square and not more than that high, in which the 
maiden sat cross-legged on the floor. These boxes were 
carried by servants in livery. The manservants of each 
girl went in front and her slave girls followed behind.

The interior of the audience hall, which has a floor 
about 100 feet square, is being laid with mosaic floor- 
ing. It has a ceiling, wonderfully carved, which rises 
about seventy-five feet above the floor, being upheld by 
many red pillars, each as big around as a flour barrel, 
but in one log as cut from the tree. The carvings and 
decorations were made by the Koreans of 200 years ago, 
but the floors are being put in by Japanese carpenters. 
When completed, this structure will be one of the finest 
audience halls of the world.

It is not. too much to say that this frontier outpost of 
.a strange religion and civilization possesses a career 
of picturesque romance that ever hovered on the bor- 
ders of tragedy, for the Indians of the Santa Isabel, the 
Mesa Grande, the Agua Caliente, and all the border 
clans and tribes about, cherish even now tales of those 
pioneer days, handed down orally from generation to 
generation, that give a most interesting glimpse into the 
past character of the Southern California aborigine.

What is the cause of the mischief? The answer is 
that the huge plant is assailed by smal! enemies which 
it is helpless to resist—boring insects, that js to say, 
and parasitic fungi, which devour the healthy cellular 
tissue and transform it into so much rot. One often 
sees trees in such a condition; but, strange to say, un- 
til very recently, nobody thought of trying to cure a tree 


that was. sick. If the “spreading chestnut” lost its 


health, it was simply allowed to perish. Why not? It 
was only a tree. 
But ideas on this subject have undergone a radical 


change. It has come to be realized that trees are valu- | 


able, and worth saving. Hence the advent of a new art 
—that of the tree doctor, who is a trained scientific ex- 
pert.

and surgical treatment of trees on a broad scale, through | 


an elaborate series of experiments. Some of these ex- 
periments are being conducted in Prospect Park, in the 
city of Brooklyn—particularly certain ones which relate 
to the cure of trees that exhibit conditions of serious 
disease, made manifest by large cavities in thelr trunks.

It is, indeed, intended for no such 
purpose—the plan adopted being to remove it and fill up 
the hollow solidly with cement. When this has been 
done, and the cement painted over with a coat of coal 
tar, the operation is complete. 


A tree that has undergone such treatment Is restored 
to health. It is cured of a disease which otherwise must | 
have steadily progressed, with,-in the end, .a fatal ter- | 
mination. Inasmuch ag all the life of a tree is in a layer | 
of vital cellular tissue immediately beneath the bark | 
(the substance of the interior of trunk and branches be- | 
ing as dead.as any rock,) the great plant may go on | 
living for a long period after its stem has been hollowed | 


/out. But the fact that it is not in a healthy condition | 
shall receive a proper dressing of liquid cement or tar, | 


is shown by a diminution of foliage, and sooner or later | 
it must succumb. 


Operated on in the manner above described, however, | 
it becomes like a new tree, showing every sign of aug- | 
mented vitality. In other words, the patient recovers, | 
It may be a very ancfent and valuable tree—in which 
case the matter is of no little importance, its life being 
prolonged for a century or two perhaps. In a great park, 
like the one in Brooklyn, there are sure to be a good 
many trees that have become ly diseased. At all 


means will be taken to prevent loss due to such causes 
—which may represent a large sum annually, if reck- 
oned in dollars and cents. No longer will it be consid- 
ered a matter of course that trees, if sick, shall be 
allowed to die, without effort to save or cure them. The 
tree doctor has come to stay, and from this time on, 
his activities wherever there are trees, whether in for- 
ests, parks, or city streets, will doubtless gain Increas-

CRUSADE STARTED AGAINST EVILs 
OF **LIVING-IN” SYSTEM. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 
|, worn April 29.—White slavery in some of its | 


worst forms exists in England among the clerks of | 
the great dry-goods establishments. Rev. R. J. 
Campbell—the Phillips Brooks of England—has de- | 
nounced the “living-in” system to which these women 
are subjected as a species of mora! leprosy; and the 
recent issue of a government report dealing with the 


Herded together in great barrack-rooms, and fed like 
prisoners in compounds, these shop assistants, as they 
are called, are not only deprived of almost every form 
of personal liberty, but their meager wages are further 
reduced by a system of fines and penalties which make 
existence almost intolerable and impossible. From the 
purely moral standpoint, the lives led by thousands of | 
these young women is open to the greatest temptation. 
Those unwilling to avail themselves of the so-called 
advantages of their position are condemned to an exist- 
ence of wretchedness almost inconceivable under mod- | 
ern civilization. 

Shop assistants in England occupy entirely different. 
positions from the corresponding class of dry-goods , 
clerks in America. In the first place, 450,000 of the 750,- 


in system, which means that the clerks, whether men or | 
women, must literally belong to their respective shops | 
in the fullest sense of the term. They must sleep in | 
great dormitories, eat in refectories provided for them, | 
and be charged board and lodging at rates which in 
America would not be tolerated for a moment. 


The salaries paid to many of these clerks are below | 
what the commonest day laborer would command in the | 
United States. Some women clerks start in at $1.50 a 
week, which, including their board and lodging, is sup- 
posed to be equivalent to about $7. As a matter of | 
fact, their food and housing’are so wretched that they | 
get nothing like valne for their services. Out of the | 
pittance which most of these young men and women 
receive, they are expected to dress well and keep up an 
appearance in accordance with the tone of the elite 
establishment to which they happen to belong. 

In the making of this appearance is one of the crying | 
shames of the system. Many women starting in life as — 
shop assistants find it necessary to make sacrifices which 
include pretty nearly everything which a woman holds | 
dear; that is, if they wish to rise to positions: of im- 
portance with fair wages. It is owing to this last phase 
of the subject that various religious authorities have | 
taken up the question, and have begun an active cru- 
sade ugainst the immoralities and tyrannies of the 
entire living-in system. 


That these abuses exist, 


there is no shadow of doubt, 


. despite the sweeping denials made by many important 


shopkeepers who have felt it necessary to defend their 
reputations. The Drapers’ Chamber of Trade recently | 
started to institute legal proceedings against the Rev. | 
R. J.:Campbell and others who exposed some of the | 
worst phases of the living-in system, but after going 
into the matter, they were advised by their legal coun- | 
sels, Lloyd-George, Roberts & Co:, that they had no 
case. 

Finding that the Rev. R. J. Campbell stood his | 
ground, the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade adopted a novel | 
course of procedure. They invited him to appear before | 
their assembly and discuss the situation.

OLD-TIME TRAMP OVER MOUNTAINS 
SOON TO BE ACCESSIBLE. 


_, By a Special Contributor. 


EXT summer, when the railroad now building along 

N the line of the aqueduct is completed to Lone Pine. 
and Independence. the mountain lovers of South- 

ern California will rejoice in the opening of a new play- 
ground. They will climb Mt. Whitney, the highest peak 
in the United States, Mts. Williamson, Brewer, Tyn- 
dall, all above or close to the 14-000-foot mark, cross 
the high passes like the Kearsarge, and explore the 
cafions of the western slope, in which are the head 
waters of the Kings River, the Kaweah and the Kern, 
John Muir says that the Kearsarge is probably the 
highest traveled pass on the North American conti- 
nent. 
repair by United States forest rangers; and even the 
tnexperienced mountain traveler, if he have a reason- 
able conception of a “good” trail in the high Sierras, 
and do not harbor a lurking notion that it would com- 
pare favorably with a suburban sidewalk, can traverse 
the lofty divide without a sense of great danger or even 


of extreme difficulty. 


Indeed, the difficulty is not worth mentioning when 
the pleasures of the trip are taken into account. To 
rightly-constituted people camping in God's out-of- 
doors is in itself a great enjoyment; and when to this 
is added the Sierra environment of stately pines; green 
and velvety meadows; limpid streams here foaming in 
torrents, there gathered jin placid lakes; pure mountain 
air so clear that twenty miles are as one; dark forests 
and dazzling snow fields; deep and gloomy cafions and 
massive mountain piles of all colors, from white to 
black, from green to red, topped by tumbled crags and 
steepled pinnacles—when these are the adjuncts of 
camping, difficulties merely add a zest to each day's 
delights. 

Twenty-one years ago. as a youthful “tenderfoot,” I 


crossed the Kearsarge to spend some weeks on Kings 
River with a single companion, a young cattle man fa- 
miliarly known as “Pete,” who was almost as new to the 
mountains as I. With sturdy saddle horses, and a 
strong pack mule for our bacon and beans, pots and 


pans and blankets, we left Independence at the foot of 
the eastern slope of the Sierras late in the morning of a 


On the eastern side the approach to these moun- 
tains forms a contrast to that of most mountain ranges. 
There is no gradual change from level land to rolling 
foothill insensibly roughening and becoming more abrupt 


Winding over it today is a good trail kept in 


closer, and accompanied by more sightly relatives, 
crowded in troops around the trail, until at last we 
found ourselves winding among majestic pines. 
Toward evening we reached our camping-place, Onion 
Valley, a beautiful little meadow fringed with pines 
and divided by a mass of willows hiding the creek, which 
ran through the middle. Freeing our animals of their 
burdens, we hastily staked them out in the rich grass, 
and went to catch some fish for supper. There was-no 
trouble about this, and in less than half an hour we had 


more of the delicious little brook trout than two hungry: 


youths could eat. 
We were camped at the upper side of the meadow 


under a magnificent pine on the right bank of the’ 


creek. On the other side and lower down, the Kear- 
sarge Peak lifted its gray pinnacle thousands of feet 
above us, and close to its top we could see a tiny house. 
A mine was being worked at that dizzy height. Down 
the gorge the eye traveled out over the brown and desic- 
cated Owens River Valley, with its oases of irrigated 
land, to the grim and barren Inyo Range beyond, now 
glorified by the rays of the setting sun. From the right 
side of the meadow towered a mighty eminence with a 
great bank of snew under the beetling cliff at its sum- 
mit. It was good to lie back on the fragrant pine nee- 
dies and watch the shadows creep up the range across 
the valley until the sunlight was gone, to watch the 
daylight fade out of the sky. and the stars peep out one 


until the main range is reached; but the flat, treeless 

valley land seems tilted up toward the mountains, form- 

ing a gentle acclivity, terminated by the granite cliffs of | 
the Sierras. As a consequence, the range rises before 

you at the start, a gigantic and apparently unscalable - 
wall, its gray precipices towering upward from the top 

of the slope; above the precipices a dark belt, which you 

are told are trees, and which in your heart you believe 

can be nothing but brush, and scrubby at that; and, 

still higher, bald granite again, sheering upward into 

broken and jagged peaks, or crowned by great curving 

masses of snow. 


In a deep notch of the mountain toward the upper 
edge of the timber belt, we saw the place for our first 
night’s camp. The distance appeared short; how to 
get there seemed the question, as it. would be to reach 
a spot on the blank side of a tall house. As the day 
wore on, however, we found the distance considerable. 
The slope was very deceptive. Appearing from Inde- 

ndence to be a few hundred yards in length and uni- 
formly smooth, it stretched into seven or eight miles 
before>we reached the mouth of the Kearsarge gorge, 
and proved to be deeply carved with the winding beds of 
former creeks, and strewn with boulders many of which 
were as large aS 4 good-sized house. 

Once in the gorge the way became more interesting. 
Broken and rough, the gorge showed few signs that it 
was once the polished path of a glacier, although for 


miles down the slope extended the high ridge of the an- | 


cient moraine.. Independence Creek at this point, hav- 
ing as yet lost_little water either by evaporation or 
sinking into the ground, is a considerable mountain 
stream ;and its pools, its ripples and its music were pe-. 
culiarly delightful to us, dwellers in an arid land. 
Pifion trees, scrubby and scraggly, the first and un- 
prepossessing specimens of the Sierra’s conifers, stood 
here and there at a little distance, as in timidity; but , 
as we zigzagged up the steep cafion, they gathered | 
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by one above the solemn peaks as the swift darkness 
came on. 


Next morning an hour or two of hard climbing brought 
us beyond the timber line into a wild and desolate re- 
gion of extinct volcanoes. Leaving our animals in the 
trail, we climbed to the top of one of the craters. Its 
inside was very steep, and at its bottom lay a sullen 
pool of black, motionless water, a hundred feet in di- 
ameter. The inner slopes were covered with fine sand, 
making it unsafe to stand within the edge. Two or 
three dwarfed and crippled pines struggled to main- 
tain themselves on the outer sides of the cone, and in 
all the region there was no other vegetation. No ani- 
mal life was there, not even a bird. Cold granite cliffs 
and peaks with patches of icy snow swung back in a 
great amphitheater round the dead volcanoes. The air 
was still and all nature hushed as if awaiting some 
awful event. The sky in its intense blueness had an 
uncanny look, and even the bright sunshine appeared 
unnaturally yellow. In speaking, we involuntarily low- 
ered our voices, for the stupendous scene filled us with 


awe, and with a sense that we were in a border land on 


the confines of eternity. 


The pass itself, which 1s not tar above the craters, 
was covered with the talus from a high peak on the 
north side. There was not a particle of soil for half a 
mile on each side of the summit, nothing’ but loose 
rocks, mostly oblong fragments from a foot to three 
feet long, among rough-surfaced boulders. No trail 
could we find; but here and there to show where last 
year’s trail had been two or three rocks stood one 
above another on a boulder little monuments such as 
are to be found all through the mountains, wherever 
the path becomes indistinct. It was hard walking for 
the animals, stepping from one lense rock to another, 


and now and then getting a foot down in the holes be-_ 
tween: and when we reached the beaten track again 


nearly every shin and fetlock was cruelly skinned and 
bleeding. 


Passing through the upper belts of the timber was all 
very well; but when we got down to Bubb’s Creek, which 
flows into. Kings River, I was ready to proclaim my 
preference for the rocky heights. There, the absence of 
animal life had contributed to oppress the spirits; here, 
the too abundant presence of one animal made the 
descent as hard a piece of walking as I have ever done.

The Problem 


BE SOLVED.

ERLIN, April 5.—“For £75,000,” said the astrono- 


B is, with an instrument three times the size of this, 
the question could be practically settled.” 

“I am afraid I don’t understand,” I replied. 

“Well,” he said, “for £75,000 I could construct a 
telescope on this model which would distinguish ob- 
jects in Mars about one kilometer apart. Then I could 
tell at once if there were settlements of living beings.” 

“Do you mean you could see the beings if they were 
there?” 

“Oh, no! We haven't got so far yet. Perhaps—I 
don’t know—perhaps we never shall. But we could 
tell if there were cities, villages, settlements. In fine, 
we could tell if Mars were inhabited for a sum of 
1,500,000 marks— £75,000.” 

“Do you think, tlien, there are living, intelligent be- 
ings in Mars?” I inquired. 

“Why, yes,” replied the astronomer. “I think so. 
Almost I know it. You remember the canals on the 
enlarged photograph I showed you. Well, they are 
artificial. It is almost scientifically impossible that 
they should be natural. But I don’t think it follows 
that they are the work of superhuman geiii. In fact, 
I think the banks are piled up, not the canals dug out. 
Sometimes one can see that the banks, like great 
dams, have burst, and the water floods the space be- 
tween one canal and the next. That seems to show 
that the canals are rather formed by dams than by ex- 
cavation. Photographs taken even with this telescope 
show the melting of the snows quite plainly.” 

Perhaps I had better explain. The astronomer was 
Dr. Friedrich Archenhold, the director of the new 
Treptow Observatory (the Greenwich of Berlin) and 
the inventor of the telescope which henceforth will for- 
ever bear his name. And first of the telescope: It is 
70 feet long, whereas the longest before it was that at 
the Yerkes Observatory (60 feet.) The lens measures 
in diameter 70 centimeters.) (Yerkes 104, the Lick 
Observatory 96 centimeters.) Thanks to the great con- 
centration of light possible with the Archenhold tele- 
| Scope it is possible to magnify to 6000 diameters, 


whereas the Lick telescope gave only 4500. These are 
| details which it is necessary to note, but they do not 
constitute the explanation of the amazing calculation 
| regarding Mars which I have just quoted. Dr. ,Archen- 
| hold’s great contribution to, or rather revolution of, 
giant telescope construction consists in the abolition 
of the expensive and clumsy revolving cupola or dome. 


| Most people must at some time have seen and had ex- 
plained the way in which the dome containing the 
eyepiece of a giant telescope is made to revolve so as 
more or less to follow the orbit of a star. The cupola 
is more expensive to construct than the telescope it- 
self. Moreover, on the dome system the observer has 
to follow the eye piece round. As in the Archenhold 
system, there is no cupola, the observer remains sta- 
tionary on a platform. The telescope is mounted on 
mechanism which enables it to take all the movements 
of a ball in a. socket, so that it can exactly follow the 
orbit of any star. Double electric machinery within 
the base of the brick foundation enables the operator 
above to move the telescope in any direction by the 
simple touch of handles. In wet or windy or cold 
weather a movable screen running on sloped rails 
covers the eyepiece, and the electric attachments at 
the operator’s hand. In one sentence the Archenhold 
| telescope unites the point of observation with the axis 
of revolution, which in the cupola system was impos- 
sible. 

The difference in price caused by the abolition of the 
cupola is as 1 to 16. The Treptow Observatory, with 
all its advantages, cost £12,500. On the cupola sys- 
tem it would have cost £200,000. A telescope large 
enough and powerful enough to settle the question of 
the habitation of Mars could be built by Dr. Archen- 
hold, as he said, for £75,000. On the cupola system 
it would cost about a million and a quarter sterling. 

From the achievement I turn to that which is, after 
all, the more wonderful, the Faith and the Man. Dr. 
Archenhold was born in the year of the great comet, 
1861. Before his birth his mother watched that comet, 
and to this fact he attributes his unfailing attach- 
ment to his science. “If they took the stars from me,” 
he sald, simply, “I should die. [ would rather die.” 
Easily said, but if you look at the strong face and the 
eager eyes, you cannot doubt that it is true. 


Again and again’Dr. Archenhold has all but given his 
life for the faith that is in him. In the new observa- 
tory (opened last Sunday) there is, for the free use 
of students, the finest astronomical library in the world. 
It contains 10,000 volumes—the result of the hardest 
self-renunciation. For nine years he starved himself 
for his library, and those years of physical suffering 
have written their record on his face. For twelve 
years Dr. Archenhold has lived and worked at Treptow 
in a wooden shanty, a bit of h can be seen at the 
foot of his telescope. Now, of course, when all the sci- 
entific world knows what the man has achieved, the 
government would like a little credit from it, and _ offers 
him £2500 to help clear off the debt on his new build- 
ings. “But times are bad,” said the astronomer. 
“Rut times are bad.” said the astronomer. “The tele- 
scope isn’t a Dreadnought, and it isn’t an airship.

(New York Sun:] ‘On just one day in all the year 
the little daughter of the Japanese house counts for more 
than the nursemaid for her younger brother, and that i 
the day of O Hina Sama, the Honorable Little People. 
{It falls on the third day of the third month, and for all 
the full daylight hours of that day little lamesan or 
Takenoko reigns queen over the household. 

When the doll festival had its inception, not even 
the Japanese themselves know. Perhaps the kindly 
Buddhism of the elder day provided this holiday for the 
little girls as it established the boys’ day, when every 
housetop flutters with wind-blown paper fish, one for 
each boy below the roof tree. Whatever may have 
been its first significance, the day of O Hina Sama is 
now a day when marvelous dolls are on parade. 

About the middle of February the doll fair in antici- 
pation of girls’ day opens in every city and village 
throughout the island. The craft of dollmakers is of 
small numbers, for on March 3 only are their wares de- 
signed to please. 

Because of the limited scope of their sales, the doll- 
makers turn to the most intensive exploitation of the 
necessities of O Hina Sama. In their stalls they exhibit 
dolls’ furniture, complete wardrobes for the honorable 
little people, sets of china and lacquered dishes, even 
tiny tansu, or bridal chests, for the accommodation of 
the doll brides’ trousseaus. 

In the doll bazaar that flourishes for a brief two 
| weeks there are prices for all classes. The Emperor 
and Empress in effigy may be had for the equivalent of 

$1.25 up to $5; a set of court maids of honor is valued 
at the same price, while a complete royal family with 
court attendants, palace and orange trees, will run as 
high as $200. | 

All of these beautiful toys come to the girls in white 
wood boxes, ready to be set in the’ high seat of honor 
that every house, even the humblest, provides in. its 
living-room. Before the ereat day arrrives, little Miss 
Plumblossom prepares with her own hands. if she is 
able, a fitting feast for the honorable Hina Sama. 

Of rice cakes, baked with bean meal. she makes — 
a-plenty: mochi, a kind of sweetmeat in high favor with 
the little ones, is set in reserve, and a variety of thick 
syrupy wine only drunk by the little girls and their 

guests on this holiday is provided by indulgent fathers. 

On the morning of the doll festival the little daugh- 
ter of the house is up early to set out in due order of 
their rank the dolls, and to provide for their comfort 
so far as her father’s purse has stood the strain of the 
last week's bazaar. 

First, she sets high above the heads of the less ex- 
alted the imperial pair, arrayed in gorgeous brocades 
after the manner of the ancient Emperors and Em- 
presses of the Shogunate. The Emperor carries his 
two swords and his imperial spouse, her eyebrows 
Shaved off and replaced by inked lines, holds in her 
delicate fingers a fan. 

Below these revered individuals are arranged three 
maids of honor, with vases of flowers and a miniature ; 
wine bottle between them. Their sole duty is to fill the 
cups of their Majesties with honorable sake as occa- 
sion demands. 3 

Still below the maids of honor on the dais stand Sa- 
daisin, the Minister of the Left, and Udaisin, the Min- 
ister of' the Right, with bow and spear to defend the 
persons of the heaven-born. -Whatever else may be the 
personnel of this court of honor depends upon whether 
Miss Plumblossom is the daughter of a banker or a wood 
chopper; but even the wood chopper’s daughter must 
have at least the Emperor and Empress to hold court - 
for the honorable little people. a 

By the side of the dais and convenient to the hands of | 
the dolls are the dishes bearing the food specially pre- 
pared and all the furniture that fathers can afford to 
buy. On food trays are tiny soup and rice bowls of 
wood or lacquer, tea steepers and bowls and eating 

sticks. 

Thus are the honorable little people brought back 
from the land of dreams for one long day, entertained 
and reverenced. Thus for one full day of ecstasy the 
little daughters of Japan forget that they bear on their 
backs for 364 other days the fighters of Japan’s new 
generation.

The Deadly Pitch Lakes of Venezuela. 


Our trips to the pitch lake on the early morning en- 
gine will never be forgotten. A warning toot from the 
diminutive whistle hurries us through our breakfast, 
and we hasten to the track and see our cameras and 
xuns loaded on one of the little square wooden “emp- 


ties.” We mount the wood-filled tender of the engine, 


and with many complaining creaks and jolts get under 


way, backing slowly around the curve which hides the 
last sign of civilization and buries us in the jungle. 

For nearly twenty years these little toy engines have 
bustled and elbowed their Way over the snaky rails. 
until the jungle and its people have come to look upon: 
this narrow winding steel path as part of the general 
order of things. The underbrush creeps close, and only 
the constant whipping of the engines and cars beats 
down the growth between the rails. 

We reach the lake long before the dew is dried and 
before the freshness of the dawn is dissipated. It is 
surrounded by dense forests, the front ranks of which 
are made up of the marvellously tall and graceful 
moriche palms. There is one oasis jn this pitchy ex- 
panse—Parrot Island it may be called. To this shelter 
soft, quaking pitch, parrots 
come at dusk by hundreds, roosting there until the nexx 

Near the northern edge is the “mother of the lake.’ 
just above the deep-hidden source of supply, where the 
pitch is always soft, and where no vegetation grows. lt 
is a veritable pool of death, and nothing can enter it 
and live. The lizards and heavy-bodied insects which 
scamper over the rim are often clogged and drawn down 
to death. A jaguar, leaping after a jacana. slipped in 
shortly before we eame, and made a terrible fight for 
life. Half blinded, its struggles carried it only farther 
outward, and the end came mercifully soon. 

All the rest of the lake is a varied expanse of blac 
pitch bubbles, short grass, clumps of fern and sede». 
with occasional isolated palms. Flowers of many kin¢s 
and colors spring from the heart of the raw pitch it- 
self. Jacanas rise before us with loud cries and flas‘- 
ing wings of gold. One may walk over the lake at 
will, morning and evening, but in the heat of midday. 
in many places, one’s shoes sink quickly unless one 
keeps constantly on the move.—[C. W. Beebe, in Hur- 
per’s Magazine.

teresting than the Maoris of New Zealand. A hun- 
dred years ago they were fierce cannibals,. perpet- 
Now they are peace- 
ful, law-abiding, Christianized folk, land owners and 
farmers, employers even of white labor. They are the 
only subject colored people that return members of their 
own blood to a British colonial parliament. And with 
the advance of the Stars and Stripes to Pago-Pago they 
and their white fellow-citizens have become our near- 
est neighbors in the South Seas. 

At the ports of entry, in the street crowds of Auck- 
land or Wellington, the Maoris are not much in evi- 
dence. The sole alien feature in these typically British 
towns is the presence of our old acquaintance, John 
Chinaman, fruit dealer and laundryman. “Yet 
it was in the busiest quarter of Auckland 
that the writer first witnessed an old-style Maori 
sreeting. Two elderly men dressed in European cos-

tume, but with the wrinkles in their faces overlaid by 
tattoo stripes, met at a street corner, and instead of 
shaking hands, rubbed noses. It was a light sidewise 
touch, like the billing of birds. 

But at the Rotorna Hot Springs, which is on every 
tourist’s visiting list, the brown people preponderate. 
They are the guides and showmen of the thermal curi- 
geysers and warm bubbling springs, and 
the Pah, or stockaded fort which illustrates the ancient 
Maori art of war. In color they match the native of 
Hawali rather than the Samoan. The Maori skin is 
of a warm chestnut brown, and lacks the golden tint 
that brightens the Samoan complexion. Tradition in- 
deed assigns the origin of the Maori to a distant island, 
called Hawaiki, and the language resembles the Ha- 


-waiian. 


Maoris Athletic. 


But thé Maori is a taller and heavier man than his 
Polynesian relative. Dressed in the modern sack suit, 
the spread of his shoulders declares the strength of his 
frame. But to appreciate the athletic points of the race 
one should see a Maori eleven lining up on the football 
field. As a rule, the Maori women have regular fea- 
their eyes are large and lustrous, the lips full. 
Among them are found some beauties in the brunette 
style, and all are fond of setting off their attractions 
by dresses of a magenta or other gaudy tint. 

Even amid the insidious influences of a tourist re- 
sort like Rotorna, the Maoris have lost ngthing of their 
frankly independent address. Their manner, their very 
gait, is that of the free man and equal of the white; 
and so they carry themselves wherever they are met. 
Behind this lies the’ consciousness of certain political 
facts. 

The Maoris own about 5,000,000 acres out of a total 
of 66,000,000, or nearly one-twelfth of the land of New 
Zealand. Their holdings lie mostly in the North Island. 
Of the seventy-four members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, four are Maoris ;and two Maori Honorables 
represent the race in the Upper House, or Legislative 
Council. The representation is small, but  propor- 
tional, for the aborigines number only some 40,000 
against the 800,000 or more white people. Like many 
tribes that have no written language, no literature, the 
Maoris are endowed with the “gift of the gab.’’ They 
are fluent speakers, eloquent when their feelings are 
aroused, and quite equal to holding the floof at Wel- 
lington against their white competitors. — 

The younger Maoris all speak English, the victorious 
tongue that spreads and dominates wherever it takes 
root. Indeed, they resent being addressed in Maori by 
the white colonials, thinking it a slur on their educa- 
tion to be supposed ignorant of English. The wooden 
schoolhouse, with the old-country Tudor moldings over 
its square windows, stands in every township impar- 
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tially open to children of either color. But the mother 
tongue is kept alive in the family circle and may sur- 


vive for many ages in the same way as the Welsh has 


done. 


It will be perpetuated at all events in the names of 
places and rivers.

bered by indigenous names. Which is a fortunate thing, 


for the Maori is_ rich _ in musical syllables. 
It is a kind of bird languagé full of twit- 
tering sounds and short, quick reduplications.

the owl’s hoot; Orako-keirako, which echoes the ra- 
ven’s' croak; and such chirping combinations as Papa- 
toitoi and Kirikiriroa.

In spite of the advantages the modern Maoris enjoy, 
it is doubtful if their days will be long in the land. In 
point of numbers they are a mere remnant. Under 
changed conditions, hemmed in by the white may’s 
civilization with all that it implies, the Polynesians 
tend to disappear. The brown island peoples lack the 
elasticity of adaptation, the insuppressible fertility of 
the African. Like wild animals under domestication, 
their unions become less fertile. The Maori population 
is stationary, or even retrograding. 


It is a bad omen for their continuance that the Maoris 
themselves believe they are doomed to extinction. They 
point pathetically to the passing of the native birds, 
which disappear before the imvasion of “pakeha” larks 
and sparrows. If Macaulay’s prophecy is to be fulfilled, 
and a New Zealander sketch the ruins of Saint Paul’s 
from a broken arch of London Bridge, it seems most 
probable that the New Zealander will be a descendant 
of the white invaders.

A ustralia *s Novel Dishes. : 


PLE OF THE ANTIFOPES. 


From London Express. 


T is quite a mistake to imagine that Australians 
live entirely on damper, billy tea, and’ kangaroo-tail 
soup. They do nothing of the kind. They enjoy 
in their way, succulent 


tough, their beef stringy, and their rabbits too prolific. 

As to Antipodean cooking, an Australian cookery 
book (and there are several excellent ones) which used 
to belong to the late George Augustus Sala, and is 
now in my possession, bears the following note in his 


neat and clear handwriting: “Australian cookery is 
the worst in the world. Their only native dish is 
kangaroo-tail soup—and that is much overrated.” 


Sala, however, was prejudiced. 

Australian oysters, especially the little “rock” vari- 
ety, are delicious. They grow, absoluteiy untended, on 
most of the reefs around the coast. There is also the 
“Stewart Island” oyster, a very large one, which is of 
moderate flavor. The mangrove oyster grows on the 
roots of the mangroves that are lapped by the tide. 
They are sweet, but some say that they can detect a 
slight muddy flavor; there is always mud where there 
are mangroves. The “pearl” oyster is as large as a 
man’s hand, and the fish part weighs as much. It is a 
meal for one all by itself. The Japanese and Malays 
on the northwest coast and Thursday Island dry them 
in the boat’s rigging, and eat them with relish. Of 
course, the shell and the pearl (if any) are saved first. 

An even greater delicacy is the béche de mer, or sea 
slug, which is found allf round the Australian coast, 
from Brisbane to Perth. Ait is dried and tied into bun- 
dles, which look like brown glue. In the North Queens- 
land coast hotels it is made into a brown, clear, jelly- 
like soup of peculiar but elusive flavor, and there is a 


continuous and growing demand for it from Chinese 


It is exported to Europe, where it is looked 
upon as a luxury akin to bird's nest soup, with which, 
however, it has little, if any; affinity. At a very few 
London restaurants it is to be had by ordering it be- 
forehand. It is well worth while.

Grubs are very good. indeed, despite the first shudder 
of prejudice at the idea of eating insects. A big, white 
caterpillar, about the size of one’s little finger and 
as thick, which lives on the soft sap wood of certain 
trees, is excellent when fried in its own fat, or grilled 
over a wood fire, but—inhumanly—it must be cooked 
alive. The flavor may be likened, roughly, to that of 
yolk of egg, plus filberts and bread and butter. 

There is good precedent for the eating of porcupine, 
for European gipsies (as Borrow tells us) eat hedgehog, 
and like it. The porcupine is skinned and stewed with 
onions; it is distinctly rich and gamey, but by no 
means tough. The Australian porcupine feeds largely 
on ants, but the formic acid is not discernible. The 
“black fellows” eat ant’s eggs, and aver that they are 
better than the white grubs. Both snakes and iguana 
are eaten, but they are oily, fishy, and by no means 
tempting; bush connoisseurs say, however, that both 
are very good—if one is hungry enough. 

The land tortoise and the small fresh-water turtle are 
good when roasted while in ‘the shell, the appearance 
and taste suggesting calf’s head. The emu (immor- 
talized by Bret Harte) is very stringy, and only good 
as a stew; it is a muscular beast, and runs to exag- 


-gerated sinew. Both cockatoo and parrot are exéel-— 


lent in a pie, with a little meat, on the principle of 
pigeon pie, and the flavor is very similar. The birds 
must be young. This is essential; and it is not always 


easy to get them juvenile enough. They live to great 


ages, and it is quite possible to shoot a veritable cen- 
tenarian. which is absolutely uneatable. 

The Murray River has great swamps full of fish, and 
the farmers in these districts run their pigs there. 
These porkers, fattened on fish and bush grass, make 
excellent eating, and the flesh is very delicate. The 
Murray perch, caught a couple of hours before dinner, 
are quite delicious; and the fresh-water cod, running 
to 80 and 100-pound fish, are not to be despised. The 
best weight for this cod for eating purposes, however, 
is about twelve pounds. 

There are many varieties of Australian fish which 
are entirely unknown on this side of the world. Some 
of them are the snapper, the kingfish, the trumpeter, 
the blue cod, the giant skate, and the yellow bream. 
The Sydney prawns are the biggest, finest, and pinkest 
(when cooked) in the world; they run to a length of 
ten inches, and aré proportionately fat. 

The much-vaunted kangaroo-taj] soup is, in its way, 
quite a good reputable soup, but only so much appre- 
clated because the rest 9f the marsupial is excessively 
stringy and tough. It does not approach in delicacy 
of flavor the fat-tailed sheep soup of the Cape Colony, 
the world-renowned oxtail soup: but 
it is healthy, nourishing, and quite tasty, besides hav- 
ing other qualifications to recommend it. 

Taken as a whole, therefore, Antipodean fare is by no 
means to be despised, and the often necessarily rough 
and ready methods of bush cooking have much to rec- 
ommend them in the way of simple evocation of the 
real flavor of the viand. F.. 8S.

The Most City in 


or a thousand years Rothenburg has been a city 
' For more than 500 years it was a Free City of the 
| enpire. Ht is not like those ancient towns which, 
through e€@nturies of strife, preserved their entity 
through being huddled near the base of some great cas- 


tle; it is not like those towns that were protected by 
powerful princes; for it has maintained itself by its 
own unaided sturdiness, if great barons came to Roth- 
_enburg, they came to receive protection, not to give it, 
| or else they came to be entertained with the lavish 
open-handedness that made the city a place to which 
emperors themselves found pleasure in resorting. 

By crusaders and pilgrims, Rothenburg was held in. 
affectionate regard, not only for its generous hospita!- 
ity, but because, seen from the river, it bore a striking 
resemblance to Jerusalem. But there was order in those 
times of turbulence; and in an old, old house used by 
Palestine’s pilgrims, and still known as Pilgrims’ House, 
there is an ancient stone, bearing upon jit an ancient 
carving of a hand and a hatchet, with the ominous in- 
scription: “He who quarrels in this house shall have 
his hand cut off.” 

Yet since those early days the town has been com- 
paratively forgotten. Even yet it has not become a 
haunt of the tourist and the traveler, although each 
year a few Americans resort thitherward. bringing back 
tales of this city that out-Nurnbergs Nurnberg. It is 
easily reached, being on a little branch line from the 
railway between Frankfort and Munich. 

It is a place where the sightseer cannot go wrong, 
for everywhere is fascination. There are both stateli- 
ness and beauty. There are towering houses with criss- 
crossed fronts. 

There are deep dungeons under the Rathhaus, reached 
by stairways dripping with moisture, into which not a 
ray of light can enter;. and in one of these dungeons, 
some five centuries ago, the men of Rothenburg placed 
the burgomaster who, more than any other in the long 
burgomasterial line, gave to the city power and wealth 
and prosperity. But they charged him with conspiriz- 
with the Emperor, and not only cave him no light, but 
edged. their animosity by deliberately giving him no food 
It is im all a flereely dramatic story; for friends who 
were stil) faithful tumnelled to the cell, and madly cut 
through its prodigious wall, and reached the prisoner— 
but only to find him “ag 

Nowadays they treat ular burgomasters with 
more consideration. Rach urgomaster is chosen for 
three years, and at the end of that time he is either 
elected for life or gives place to a successor. But an 
election for life does not give unchecked power, for it 
is a simple matter with these townsfolk, if they tire of a 
life-chosen Mayor, to make him “so crazy with vexa- 
tion,” as it was expressed to me, that he is glad to re- 
sign and accept the pension that they palliatively offer. 
Only recently they thus got rid of one.—[ Robert

FLOWERS FROM WHICH THE TIME OF Day 


May BE KNowNn. 


. By Ernest Braunton. 


UITE a number of plants close their flowers at 
() sient during rain, windstorms and other atmos- 
pheric disturbances, but there are some that close 
or open during every hour of the cay. So regular in 


their habits are some plants that the flowers open with 


a snap almost right on the hour, and a knowledge of 
this fact has enabled experienced gardeners to construct 
floral sun dials that are very accurate in normal wea- 
ther. In many public gardens, both in this country and 
abroad, may be found these giant floral sun dials. 

For example, the daisy blooms at sunrise—hence its 
name, “Day's Eye.” The dandelion opens its yellow pet- 
als at 7 o’clock in the morning, and closes them at 5 in 
the afternoon; the Arenaria rubia is in bloom from 9 
am. to 3 p.m. The white water lily opens at 7 a.m., 
the common mouse ear from 8 to 3; the scarlet pimper- 
nel blooms from 7 until 2; tragopodon opens at 4 in the 
morning and closes just at noon, whence its common 
name, “John-go-to-bed-at-noon.” Farmers’ boys in Eng- 
land regulate their dinner hour by the movements of 
that queer little blossom. Shepherd’s purse blooms at 
sunrise and closes at dark. The morning glory flings

Such inquiries have ‘been answered many times, al- 
thourh answer is hardly needed, for the pest prevails 
only for a short season, .and really does not greatly 
harm either plants or flowers. On light-colored roses 
they often disfigure the petals, but cnly with hot-house 
roses do they become serious pests. Plenty of remedies 
exist, but some of these are more troublesome and dis- 
figuring than the aphids, and none of them improve the 
appearance of the bushes. Practical gardeners long ago 
dispensed with sprays, éither wet or dry, except clear 
water. The insects do not have a very tenacious hold 
upon the bushes, and a fierce hosing with water will 
easily dislodge them and drive them some distance from 
the plant, and but few find their way. back again. After 
spraying, a littie tobacco dust sprinkled over the young 
growing tips will serve to stupefy any remaining, and 
these will fall to the ground and dle.

Host Trees for Mistletoe. 


A reader wishes to. know what trees are best for the 
naturalization of the common mistletoe. Throughout 
our whole State the parasite grows on various species 


of oak, most of them the evergreen species. It is also 
found on*sycamores and cottonwoods, and is found on 
all three within an area of 100 feet square in the Arroyo

Some sweet-scented 
plants, like the heliotrope, smell sweetest during sunn) 
hours. but the majority of fragrant blossoms yield the 
strongest odors during the night. As regards sleep. all 
nature seems to agree that night is the proper time, and 
the majority of plants, like nearly all animal life, take 
their repose after the close of garish day. In the plan!

The moonflower, night-blooming cacti and a large num- 
ber of water lilies; including the giant Victoria, bloom 
only after sundown. Darwin says: “Why they are so 
unlike in their habits, no one can wholly explain, but

The Wine or Honey Palm. 


“Jubeae spectabilis is known in its native Chile by the 
name of “Coquito” (little cocoanut,) or as the wine or 
honey palm.

Fine specimens of this palm are 
quite common about Santa Barbara, but in Los Angeles

Salix alba (willow,) anc 
raxinus Ornus (ash.) have observed seeds germinate 
on the following trees. but have never got beyond that 
stage 'raxinus pubescens, Diospyros virginiana, Pyrus 
intermedia, Cerascus serotina, Gymnocladus canadensis, 
Ailantus glandulosa, and Corylus Colurna.” 


Government Seeds in Schools. 


For the first time in its history, the government free- 
seed distribution has accomplished some good in Los 
Angeles. A score of mail. sacks full of vegetable amd 
flower seeds have been distributed to our city school 
gardens. 

For some years a paternal government, anxious to 
please the farmeér, and incidentally Congressmen whose 
districts might or might not contain an agricultural 
population, has been giving away seeds of vegetables, 
grass and flowers. When the seed distribution was in- 
augurated by Congress, it was ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of experiment with various seeds, to see how they 
would thrive in various parts of the country. That this 
high purpose, looking to the better development of the 
country, has never been realised is generally acknowl- 
edged, - 

For. some years the free-seed department of the De- 
partment of Agriculture has been known as “the gov- 
ernment seed shop.” It has been-laugued at in Wash- 
ington and referred to as a little pork barrel for mem- 
bers. They have been the wampum of the Congressional! 
mart for barter and exchange. If a Congressman living 
in a scholarly but gardenless city district wanted gov- 
ernment documents to give his constituents, he made a 
trade with the rural member who wanted more seeds 
than the law allowed him, and a trade was made for the 
latter’s allowance of books for the city member's allow- 
ance of seeds. Thus the seeds served a noble purpose, 
and became dear to the Congressman’s heart, and ft is

TREE ORDINANCES. 


How THEY SHOULD BE AMENDED TO 
GIVE BETTER RESULTS. 


T present the street tree ordinances of Los Angeles | 

are far from satisfactory in that they are not suffi-

(March, 1907,) has the following provisions: 

“Bec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
@rporation to plant, remove, destroy, cut, deface, or in’ 
aay way injure, or cause or permit to be planted, re- 
moved, destroyed, cut, defaced, or in any way to be in- 
jered, any tree or shrub in any public street, avenue or 
other public place in the city of Los Angeles, without 
irt applying for, and obtaining, a permit in writing 
Gerefor from the forester, which permit shall specific- 
ally describe the work to be done thereunder, and shall 
be vold thirty (30) days after its date. 

“Sec. 4. The forester is hereby authorized to deter- 
@ine the variety of trees or shrubs which may be planted 
slong any public street, avenue or other public place or 
my portion thereof, and the distances apart at which 
mid trees or shrubs shall be planted. The permit is- 
med for the pianting of any such trees or shrubs shall

The Billboard Crusade. 


One vital point established by Judge Welch of Santa 
Clara county regarding regulation of billboards is that 
police power alone may suppress the nuisance. 

The general principle running through al) the decis- 
ions is: That the question as to whether a given act 
is or is not a nuisance does not depend upon the exist-

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ence of any actual. damage from such act. In other | 
‘words, an act can be justly determined a nuisance or the | 
subject of regulation or prohibition under the police | 
power, although it has never caused actual damage to a | 
citizen or to the community. As was said in the Gun- | 
ning case: “Nor is it necessary that all persons in the | 
community or, in fact, any individual whatever, should | 
be actually inconvenienced or injured, but it is sufficient | 
if there is a tendency to*the annoyance of the public by | 
an infringement of its rights which all are entitled to — 
exercise if they see fit.” : 

In Freund on Police Power, par. 182, it is said: “It is 
conceded that the police power is adequate to restrain 
offensive noises and odors. The same protection to the 
eye, it is conceived, would not establish a new principle, 
but carry a recognized principle to further application.” 


Pruning Deciduous Shrubs. 


Deutzias, lilacs, philadelphus, weigelias and flowering 
shrubs of this class will now be out of bloom, and this 
is the proper time for pruning. If properly cut back 
now. a new growth of wood is made which will bear 
the blossoms of next year. If pruned after this summer 
growth is made, all the flowering wood of next year will 
be cut away and a year’s crop of blossoms lost. Prun- 
ing should be confined to cutting away the dead flower 
spikes and keeping the bush in proper shape. 


~ What is needed along the line of improvement work, 
a phase too often overlooked, is to educate and develop 
taste in the child regarding civic beautifying. When the 
growing generation is interested in civic improvement 
the results need not be feared. The present weakness 
lies in the fact that but few are interested, and the vast 
majority are indifferent through ignorance. Could the 
first principles ef this grand work be taught to school 
children as a body, the work of beautifying in the future 
would prove a simple and easy task. Had the children 
of the past generation been educated in improvement 
work, there would be no need now of maintaining a con- | 
stant, never-ending fight for street trees and other fea- | 
tures of the work without which beautiful cities cannot 
be had. In dealing with the subject at schoo! it is not 
necessary to delve into detail, but the pupils should be 
instructed in the fundamentals.

schools, but should be developed in the child, so that he 
can perceive, appreciate and discover beauty and excel- 
lence and the best means to such ends. The curriculum 
of the common school has not been of late years suffl- 
ciently changed to meet the demands of the present-day 
development in regard to public improvement, and when 
reaching mature years or upon leaving school this phase 
of life is to him a closed book. School training should 


aim to impart somewhat of culture and taste, especially 


during the later years of attendance, and this in turn

sembled them and then gone to business in the same 
old way at the same old stand. This was all the more 
remarkable from the fact that my pigeon lofts are situ- 
ated fully thirty feet. from the poultry pens. Efforts 
to remove her proved futile, so I concluded to let her 
incubate my doorknobs until darkness would prove 
effectual in showing her that nothing short of pigeon 
faith would bring results under these circumstances. 
At 9 o’clock the bogus eggs were removed and the bird 
placed in her proper sphere of action. I left the 
lying on the ground. The following morning, however, 
my industrious feathered pet was at the doorknobs 
again, bunching them as shown in the picture.

Good eggs do not cost over $3 a setting, and fine eggs 
are often not more than $5.. It is a. paying! investment 
to start with fine eggs, paying for what you cannot see, 
but for what you may expect: and as man is behind all 
expectations, fine eggs and a fine man have a distinctly 
social relation. Again an egg is only a right to an ex- 
pectation; if one wants a guarantee of a fine bird, he 
must buy the arrived bird. Out of fifty fine eggs, not 
more than ten really fine or fancy chicks may arrive, 
while forty may do so. A fine man with a fine breed- 
ing pen of fine birds can sell promising eggs, and hope 
his buyer will get all fine chicks, which it is possible 
for him to do, but a long way from probable. .The 
writer bought a sitting of eggs of Theodore Sternberg, 
a breeder of known reputation, some fourteen years ago. 
They were great, big, even, white eggs, of silver gray 
Dorkings.. They were all fertile, but the mother hen 
crushed one egg before hatching time; eleven cockerels 
and one pullet hatched and grew up, and were all fancy 
specimens. In a sense it was unfortunate to get eleven 
cockerels, even though they did turn out fancy. birds, 
but in another sense the blood in hereditary flow that 
could turn out such male specimens could be expected 
to throw male stamina at the head of a flock of chicks, 
and the expectations were met in after years.

“Do not ship any sick or diseased poultry, as the asso- 
Ciation will not handle them.”

lished. It is from the American Lumberman of 
March 30, 1909, and contains many valuable suggestions: 
it is probably true that land can be devoted to no other 
use that will be so profitable as the growing of eucalyp- 
tus, if the climate and land are both suitable. Under 
proper conditions, a eucalyptus plantation should begin 
to pay after five or six years, and within ten or twelve 
years should be yielding enormous net profits, exceed- 
ing anything that can be secured from a citrus crop, and 
horticultural crop, or even truck gardening. The prob- 
abilities thus expressed seem like a dream, so tremen- 
dous are the figures of yield and almost certain profits. 
But having given that general indorsement, the pro- 
viso named at the beginning of the preceding paragraph 
should be emphasized and enlarged upon. There are 
signs that eucalyptus schemes are going to be presented | 
to the public without anything but wind back oft them, 
which will yield phenomenal profits to their promoters, 
but heavy-toss to those who invest their money. | __ 
First of all, in considering a eucalyptus proposition, 
is the application of common sense, knowledge and ex- 
perience, either of the investor or of some one in whom 
he has confidence. We fear that many people, within the 
next few years, are going to invest their money in euca- 


_lyptus prospectuses and handsomely-prepared stock cer- | 


tificates, deeds and contracts, instead of real eucalyptus 
properties. 

What the wise investor will do will be to inquire, first, 
as to fhe climate.’ Eucalyptus will not grow where the 
temperature ever goes ten degrees below the freezing 
point. i 

The second point to be considered is the soil. Once 
established, with its roots reaching down to perpetual 
moisture, the eucalyptus will thrive amazingly. tt will 
grow on what at the surface appears to be a desert, but 
it must have water. In such localities it must be irri- 
gated at the start, and unless it can reach sub- peeneatOn:, 
it must be irrigated continuously. 

The third point is the character or food contents of the 
soil. It must be at least fairly good soil. Alfalfa land 
is usually good eucalyptus land, if the water be not too 
far. down. 


| HAVE received the following article from a reader | 


he worked over one ton per acre of gypsum and gave it 
a light dressing of manure. He was a little afraid of 
manure. He sowed vetches with steam bone meal in the 
late summer und plowed or disked them under in the 
winter, January or February, as occasion allowed. He 
fornierly used the plow, but now uses the disk only for 


such work. He cut his irrigation furtows fully six 
inches deep, and ran three or four furrows between the 
tree rows, instead of five and six as he had been used to. 
He did this because he was shown that his soil was too 
dense to irrigate properly with furrows so near together 


_ as five and six brought them. He fed the soil with rich 


ammoniate animal fertilizer materials in the early 
spring as occasion allowed. He cleaned up the weed 
growth under his trees and loosened the soil about them 
with a grub hoe for about four inches deep right up to 
the tree trunks. He not only cleaned the dead wood 
from his trees, but he let light and air into them. These 


| operations freed the bound-up condition of the soil and 
trees, soaked out the artificial hardpan, organized the 


loam, gave back life to-the soil, renewed the lime, the 
_ humus, the steady moisture and the air circulation, while 
at the same time the trees were fed with the great essen- 


tials of nitrogen and phosphorus and the rich wealth of

to destroy the weeds, or have it done, and the Supervis- 
ors of the county are obliged to audit the bill. Within | 
thirty days after the County Treasurer paid the bill the | 
commission must file a lien with the Recorder, upon the | 
water company’s property—ditches, pipe lines,

Then the directors have 
ninety days from the filing of the lien in which to pay 
back to the county treasury the sum paid for the abate- 
ment of the nuisance. If they fail to do this, the Dis- 
trict Attorney must proceed to collect the claim as_in 
the case of any other lien. One may see from this state- 
ment that it is not necessary to appeal to the courts for 
the abatement of a nuisance of this kind. 
Sterilizing the Seed Bed for Tomatoes. 


AST fall in the neighborhood of the Colorado Agri- 
 Ssnetalte College, writes Prof. Leslie F. Paull, there 
was a considerable scarcity of tomatoes. Growers com- 
plained that there was something the’ matter with their 
seed. or with their plants which failed to bear. Gener- 
ally they attributed it to the season. However, while 
this complaint was being made, one grower was pick- 
ing from one to two bushels daily from a small garden 
patch. This man knew the secret.

| acts a little like the smut fungus of onions. It is known 
| that if onions be planted in soil known to be free from 
| this fungus, and are then transplanted to a soil where 
| the disease has previously ravaged the crop, the young 
| plants do not take it; whereas seed planted there results 
jin smutty onions. Investigation has shown that the 
_ fungus enters the tip of the seedling, as it emerges from 
| the seed; so, if the seed bed has no smut in it, the onion— 
escapes. How the Fusarium blight enters the tomato 
| plant is not known. But it is known that it enters it 
during its early stages. Then the fungus lives on for a 
long time, showing no evidences of its existence in the 
tomato plant. However, during this time it is sending 
a web of threads through the tissues of the plant, and 
by the time the fruit begins to form, there is such a~ 
mass of fungus threads in the vessels that the fruit can 
only form with difficulty, if at all. 


No amount of treatment at that time can do any good 
The fungus is established within the plant. Howeve: 
if the soil in which the seeds are planted is sterilized 
the disease does not get a footing, and the planis wil 
| develop their fruit. naturally and freely. The 
method of sterilizing the soil for the seed bed is to fil’ 
: barrel with the prepared soil and take it to the exhaust 
pipe of some steam boiler. The pipe, or an attachment 
from it, should be passed to the very bottom of the bar- 
rel, and the steam allowed to penetrate for two or more 
gunnysacks ‘ie packed about the top to hold 
i the steam 


\hile it is believed that the disease is contracted at 
_ germination, it is desirable to take certain. other precan- 
tions. No other soil should be allowed to get into the 
sterilized bed or boxes. If the seedlings are pricked oif 
voung, they should be placed again in sterilized sol. 
Water that has been boiled and cooled should be used 
_ for watering during these early stages. No further pre- 
cautions—are necessary when it comes time to set these 
in the field... 
For the home garden the soi] may be sterilized by he- 
ing spread out in shallow pans and, baked in the oven.

Crime, Punishment and Diet. 


N consequence of a wave of crime that has been 
sweeping over Chicago, a judge of that city recently 
imposed upon a man a sentence of life imprisonment, 
with an additional five years, the latter because the cul- 
prit was a habitual crimfmal. 
the robbery was only 46 cents. 


This is not punishment. It is vengeance. Such un- 


reasonably severe punishment is sure to result in a re- 
action of public opinion, and to defeat its purpose. Ex- 
perience shows that severe or cruel punishments do not 
diminish crime. 
in the administration of justice. 

The great importance of this question of crime and 
punishment may to some extent be gathered from a re- 
cent statement published in the Literary Digest, that the 
cost of crime in the United States exceeds the total value 
of: wheat, corn,.and cotton. This ‘is spent in prison 
maintenance, cost of apprehension and convictions, and 
California leads with 523 to 100,000 population, as com- 
pared with 55 to the. 100,000 in Alabama. Yet, it is 
claimed that with modern laws and methods, and the 
right men in charge, from 70 to 90 per cent. of our crim- 
inals ean be changed into law-abiding citizens. 

The zood news was recently received from Sacramento 


‘that Gov. Gillett has signed Senate Bill No. 773, which 
authorizes the State Board of Prison Directors to assist 
_discharged prisoners in procuring employment. The 
bill carries an appropriation of $8000—)litt le enough... but 


better than nothing. In view of the millions upon mil- 
an appropriation of $8000 for the purpose of reforming 
conditions looks almost humorous. Yet, as stated, much 
may be accomplished even with this modest amount, 
with integrity, intelligence and humanity. 

Prisoners who have served a previous term may now, 
by good conduct, earn parole, so that they are not en- 
tirely cut off from hope. Most important of all, means 
will be taken to secure employment for discharged pris- 
oners. 

As recently mentioned in The Times, a movement for 
the betterment of social conditions and intended to be- 
come national in its scope, has been started here.

The league’s main object is the abolition of capital 
punishment, but it will endeavor incidentally to 
eate public opinion to the conception that not revenge, 
but the reformation -of offenders, should be the law’s 
guiding principle. 

The. objects of the Prison Reform League are stated 
to be as follows: 

“1. The abolition of capital punishment, that the State 
may no longer swell the list of murders by becoming 
itself a murderer. | 

“9. Reform of the administration of criminal law, a 
task that the United States has not undertaken since it 
oecame a nation. 

“2 Restraint to be for the sole purpose of protecting 
society and reforming the offender.” 

For the present, Col. Griffith is acting as secretary of 
the league. | 

In regard to the entire abolition of capital punishment, 
there is room for some difference of opinion. After a 
fair trial of the other plan, capital punishment was re- 
cently reéstablished in France. On the other hand, it 
ts a fact that extreme forms of punishment have not 
peen shown to be deterrant of crime. A century ago 
the death penalty was inflicted in England for several 
score of different crimes. Among other things, capital 
punishment was inflicted for the stealing of anything 
worth more than five shillings. There is a story about 
a young man who was brought up for stealing # pair 
of braces—or suspenders as we call them. The evidence 


edu- 


_@, was plain, but the jury hesitated about hanging the man, 


who was a decent-looking sort of a fellow, for such a 
comparatively small offense. Finally it was concluded 
to bring in a verdict of manslaughter, the punishment 
for which was only twenty years in Australia, or some- 
thing of that kind. | 

The main thing to insist on in punishment is that it 
shall be absolutely sure. Our clever lawyers, who know 
how to manipulate legal red tape, do much to encourage 
crime, by making escape from punishment easy to those 
who have the means to buy it. 

Also, above all, let it be remembered that our aim 
should be not only to punish a man, but to endeavor to 
reform him. This not only for his own sake, but for 
the sake of the community. 

Our method of handling those who break the law is a 
crying disgrace to a country that calls itself highly civ- 
ilized. Not only from the viewpoint of humanity, but 


our existing methods deplorably wrong. Instead of be- 
ing reformatories, as well as places of punishment, as 


they should be, our prisons are factories for the develop- , 


ment of confirmed criminals, while the man who comes 


rtable to your feet, pieasing to your eyes, 


Among the endless styles of “Patrigign” there are those 


not undertake to answer inquiries on 
hygienic subjects that are merely of personal interest, or to 


The amount involved in.

They all use cigarettes, and sometimes one 
will say:

“No, boys, smoke just as long as you feel like using it,” 
and before the second week is over, they tell me they 
don’t feel as much like smoking as they did, and quit 
of their own accord. ; 


My explanation is that meats overstimulate the heart 
and cause a fullness in the head. Tobacco slows down 
the heart action and makes them feel more comfortable, 
which is like putting more fuel under the boiler and 
hanging a weight on the safety valve. How much easier 
it would be to pull part of the fire out from under the 
boifer, or better yet, not put so much fuel on the grate.”

Oranges for Rheumatism. 


OLLOWING is from a Soldiers’ Home correspon- 

dent: 

“Having been a sufferer from muscular rheumatism 

for a long time I was much interested in your article on 
the subject in the Care of the Body of April 18 and would 
like to know what fruits are best under the head of “sup- | 
acid,” and how aboyt milk and cocoa as a drink, and 
such vegetables as potatoes, beets, turnips, and carrots 
as foods?” 
“ "No fruit is better for rheumatism than ripe California 
oranges. They are just now so sweet that even those 
who usually say they “cannot eat cranges” may enjoy 
them.

When you are dieting in this way, you must be particu- 
larly careful to avoid all narcotics, or stimulants, such 
as tobacco, drugs, or alcohol, as under such a diet the 
body is unusually sensitive to poisons. 


Milk is not a drink, but a food—food for the young of 
the animal that gives it. Cocoa should be avoided by 
those subject to rheumatism as it contains some xanthin. 
the equivalent of uric acid. This is also true of tea and 
coffee. Fresh, clean buttermilk, sipped slowly. is 
wholesome. Remember, however, that also is a food. 


All the vegetables named, and others, are good, but in 
cooking they lose most of their value, even when the 
water is not thrown aWay. They may be grated and 
eaten raw. 

Such dietetic arrangements cannot-easily be made in 
an institution or boarding-house. Under such circum- 
stances a person must do the best he can. For those 
who wish to diet it is always better to live where they 
can control the preparation of their food.

ONSIDERABLE mining activity in

For a Civic Theater. 
PLAYHOUSE AND THE PLAY. Ry 
Percy Sue The Macmillan Company, 
New York. (Price $1.3.) 
Mr. MacKaye has given us‘ one of 
the most important, if not the most 
important, contributions to modern dra- 
¢ literature. His “Playhouse and 
e Play” is a book of addresses given 
before Harvard, Yale, Columbia, and 
other American universities. Of the 
five leatiing chapters the first concerns 
itself with the conditioning Influences 
of the theater upon the drama; the 
second with a pdssible goal for our 
native drama; the third, with the civic 
status of the dramatist’s profession; 
the fourth, with the need of leadership; 
the fifth, with art as public service. 
Mr. MacKaye ativocates the.establish- 
ment of civic theaters and the making 
of the drama a civic force. He goes 
into the problem of the theater as an 
institution of national.educative pow- 
er, and points out the undesirability of 
the theater as a private speculative 


business. In addition, Mr. MacKaye 


fanswers frankly and authoritatively a 


great many heretofore questions in 
connection with the theater. Here are 
a few of the salient ones, selected at 
random: 

Our theaters in America are attend- 
ed nightly by tens of millions of cit- 
izens: What steps have been taken 
to investigate whether the theaters are 
instituted upon a basis which tends to 


improve, and not to deteriorate, the cit-. 


izenship of such vast numbers, in 
qualities of taste, morality and men- 
tality?

Successful women lawyers @re much 
more rare than successful doctors. 
Since the days of Mother Eve every 
one has told every one ele that woman 
was not logical, that she acted from 
instinct rather than intellect, ete. Yet 
by some miraculous chance the fact 
remains that there are at the present 
day women lawyers of such capacity 
and renown that they have been en- 
trusted with delicate commissions by 
the’ President of the United States, 
who trusted them above their sup- 
pogedly superior brothers in the pro- 
feasion. 

It ts true that sex is a hindrance to 
the woman lawyer, but if she résolutely 
puts aside all womanishness, she will 
find that true womanliness is as great 
an asset for ber as for the woman doc- 
tor.

NEARER CENTER 


PARK NOT SUITABLE, SAYS 
WANKOWSKI. 


Declares New Home of National 


Guard Should Not Be Placed on 
State Agricultural Grounds Be- 
cause of Distance from City’s 
Heart. 


National Guardsmen in Los Angeles 
hope some generous and public-spirited 
citizen or citizens will donate a cen- 
tral site for the proposed armory. 
They object to the building for which 
the State has authorized an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 being located in Agri- 
cultural Park. It is too far out, they 
say, and will tend to discourage young 
men from joining the organization. 

“We want the armory located close 
in, if possible,”’ said Gen. Robert Wan- 
kowski yesterday. “It should be north 
of Washington street. There would 
be no objection to locating it east of 
Main street, providing it is not taken 
too far from the center of the city. 

The site should be at least 250x300 
feet. That would give us adequate 
room for a drill hall. We hope some 
one will come forward with an offer 
of a site. There is $100,000 waiting for 
the erection of a building that will be 
a credit to any locality. 

“It is not a matter of expense; but 


of convenience, so far as the guards- 
‘men are concerned. 


Under an amend- 
ment to the law passed at the recent 
session of the Legislature every 
guardsman will be paid 25 cents for 
each drill night, provided he attends 
8) per cent. of the drills in a year. 
So you see the objection to the loca- 
tion of the grmory in Agricultural 
Park is not because of extra car fare 
that might have to be paid. 

“The objection is solely on account 
of the distance of the park from the 
center of the city, and the time that 


“would be consumed by gardsmen get- 


ting to it. Most of them are employed 
in factories, shops and stores, and 
many of them would not be able to go 
home for their evening meal and get 
to the armory in time for drill. 

“For the good of the National Guard, 
therefore, the new armory should be 
located as near as possible to the 
heart of the city. We do not expect 
any one to donate a site in the busi- 
ness district, because land is too valu- 
able there. But it should be as close 
in as possible.” 

The donation of such a site as Gen. 
Wankowsk!i suggests would represent 
a cash gift of from $50,000 up, say real 
es ate men. .t is hardly believed that 
the big lot desired could be obtained 
“close in” for the amount named. 

The requirement, according to Gen. 
Wankowski, is a building area of at 
least 75.000 square feet, or ten city 
lots, each 500x150. It might be that a 
group of lots could be found in such 
a location as Gen. Wankowski deems 
desirable, but it is believed that their 
value would go far beyond $5000 each. 

Even if a desirable central site for 
the armory could be found, the ques- 
tion is, who would pay for it. There 
is some hope that improvement asso- 


clations of various sections will take 


up i ¢ mattcr and enter into rivalry 
for the armory, mtich as owners of 
property on North Main street got to- 
gether to secure the new Federal bulld- 
ing for their part of the city, and as 
they proposed to do to secure the loca- 
tion of the municipal building in that

CAUSING STIR. 


Police Wondering How Their 
Plans Are Known. 


Notorious Houses Warned of 
Raids, 


Only One in the 
Last Three Years. 


The “quiet tip!” 

It worked with the virulence of vac- 
cine again, last Wednesday night, im 
opposing police efficiency. It balked 
the well laid and supposedly ‘ secret 
plans for raids against several notori- 
ous assignation houses, leaving an ugly 
Scar on the arm of the law. The his- 
tory of “tipped off” raids for several 
years past repeated itself. 

Police officials high in authority do 
not deny that the “quiet tip” was 
given. They have information that 
the four houses on which the ban was 
placed were given information of the 
contemplated raids.

We insist that 
there is an important significance in this fact, that 
Democratic members of Democratic news- 
papers and Democrats in general throughout the

profit to the stockholders and capitalists whose 
money, time and talents were devoted to the con- 
ducting of the various enterprises. 

The next promise made was that the new tariff 
act would be so constructed as to afford abundant 
revenue to defray all the expenses of the govern- 
ment. Measured by the outlays of the government 
during the immediate preceding years, by the poli- 
cies of the outgoing administration so ardently sup- 
ported by the people (Democrats, generally, as well 


as Republicans, almost universally,) and by the | 


other declarations in the platform favoring the en- 
largement of the navy, the continuance of the work 
on the Panama Canal and the improvements of the 
national waterways, including harbors on lakes and 
ocean fronts, it was well understood that the ex- 
penses of the government would be exceedingly 


As to the protective feature of the new tariff iaw, 


‘particular emphasis was laid upon the necessity of 


protecting American labor from crushing competi- 
tion with cheaply-paid labor in foreign countries. 


In fixing the tariff schedules on such a level as to } 


make up first the difference between wages as paid 
in foreign countries and that proper to be ex- 
pected on the part of the great mass of the Amer- 
ican people,,it is quite reasonable to measure this 
difference, not by the highest wages paid in foreign 
countries, but by the lowest. By this rule we must 
measure the space between wages abroad and wages 
im America, not by the standard in England or 
Germany, France or Italy, but by the standard ex- 
isting in Japan and China. ; 

Where any one can find in this language any 
basis for the contention that the Republican party 
promised a revision of the tariff which would be 
universally or even generally downward is a Jin- 
guistic puzzle that we ask the allies of free-trade 
Democracy to unravel. We confess our own in- 
ability to perform the task. As to the utterances 
of speakers in the campaign, there was probably a 
great deal of difference. Senator La Follette and 
Mr. Cummins of Iowa, Mr. Bristow of Kansas, and 
other Republican discontents may have addressed 
audiences in terms closely synonymous with those 
emanating from Lincoln, Neb., through the Com- 
nioner. That wing of the Republican party was 
represented upon the Committee on Platform and 
Resolutions. They had their say, made their propo. 
sitions, and generally acquiesced in the platform as 
presented to the convention and as adopted by that 
body. Some of them did not. A few on the floor of 
the convention openly antagonized the platform and 
were told by the vast assembly in the Coliseum to 
take their contention to Denver, where they be- 
longed. | 

The fact is, the dissatisfaction of Senator Dolli- 
ver, his colleague, Mr. Cummins, and their yoke- 
fellow, Senator Bristow, all ably backed up by their 
Democratic allies in. the House of Representatives 
and in the Senate, is.a clear case of “Hancockism”

City Prisoners Addicted to the Use 
of Cocaine and Other Poisonous 
Narcotics Work Together to De- 
liver the Stuff Inte the Stockade. 
Greenewald Case Goes Up. 


The manner in which drug fiends 
outwit the guards of the city chain 
gang and smuggle cocaine, morphine 
and opium into the stockade was ex- 
plained in the Police Court before 
Justice Chambers yesterday morning 
by Capt. Dixon in the course of the 
trial of John Sargent, charged with 
vagrancy. 

Sargent is scarcely 21 years old and 
yet he is a confirmed “hop head,” or 
drug fiend. Deprive him of the drug 
and he screams for it like a madman. 
Frequently he ‘has been known to 
roll about the floor as if in agony 
when the surgeons of the hospital re- 
fused to give him any of the cocaine.

A lifttle woman in Denmark has es- 
tablished the most novel insurance 
company in the world. The Company 
for Insuring Women Against the Ter- 
rors of Penniless Spinsterhood, L(td.! 
The purpose and business of the com- 
pany is told in its title. No single 
woman in Denmark need look forward 
now with dread to the day when her 
cMance for marrying is past. The 
means for providing for that gloomy 
time are at her hand. All that she 
needs to do is to take out a policy in 
this strange insurance company. 
policy in form is considerably 
like the regular annual premium, the 
amount graduated according to her 
age. At 40 she steps into a pension 
for life, provided that she has remained 
and t& singlé. If she marries before 
reaching this dead line of matrimonial 
hopes her premiums accrue to the gen- 
eral insurance fund and go to benefit 
those less fortunate. 


The Geological Survey, through its 
technologic branch, some time ago 
completed a series of preliminary fire 
tests of building materials which will 
soon be printed by the government in 
the form of a bulletin. The building 
materiais were placed in a furnace 
where gas flames were forced by a 
biast of alr against one side of the 
material. After two hours, in which 
the material was heated to the point 
expected in a conflagration, the ma- 
terlal was taken from the furnace and 
the water turned on from a hose to 
get the conditions which obtain after 
the firemen begin their work.~ The 
conditions under which these tests 
were made were unusually severe, and 
as none of the materials passed per- 
fectiy, it proved a good test for com- 
parative purposes. The tests were not 
in any way conclusive, being the first 
of an extended series of investigations, 
but they point out the weakhesses of 
the different material= 


The cost of fire to the country, in- 
cluding not only property destroyed, 
but maintenance of fire departments, 
Payment of insurance premiums, pro- 
tective agencies, additiona] cost of wa- 
fer supplies, etc., amounted to over 
$456, 485,900 in 1907, or about 50 per cent. 
of the total value of the new pbuilding 
Construction in that year. This fire 
tax exceeded the total value of coal, 
silver, copper and petroleum production 
of the United States in that ;ear, and 
Was thirteen times the interest on the 
national debt. Four-fifths of this loss. 
or $365,000.000 Is preventable waste 
compared with the present European 
standard of bullding construction and 
fire losses. 

The property loss from fires in the 
United States in 1907 was $2.51 per cap- 
ita, while in the cities of six large 
European countries it was only 48 cents 
per capita. The total per capita loss, 
including interest and maintenance of 
fire departments, excessive water sup- 
plies, insurance premiums, etc., was: 
95.34. In addition, 1449 persona lost 
their lives in fires, while. 6654 were in- 
jured. 

A notable feature of this fire 
that 27 per cent. was due to fi 
tending beyond the buildings where 
they ortginated. Such losses are the 
result of ipfamma ble constriiction, for 
with brick and less ‘nflammable build- 
ings fires are most readily confined to 
the bulldings® in Which they start. It 
is even more noticeable that only 
000,000 of thie loss Was on brick, con-

Packers of 
‘ground coffee’put up all kinds of adul- 
terations, high-sounding 
names and foisted them off upon an 
funsuspecting and not @iscriminating 
public. These forms of deception are 
“knocked out” by the Cartwright law. 
COLD-STORAGE TROUBLES. 
Commodities which have been In cold 
storage, under the pure-food laws must 
be offered to the public as such. If 
the act be administered in strict ac- 
cordance with the letter some incon- 
venience is possible here, too, . For ex- 
ample, in very hot summer weather 
butter and eggs cannot be kept in the 
open air even for a day. Grocerymen 
have precooled storerooms into which 
eges and butter are put sometimes for 
ra day, possibly for a week in extreme- 
ly warm weather. By the strict letter 
of the law, these become cold-storage 
goods. The eggs may have been rat 
tled over ten or twenty miles of Cali- 
fornia roads in a farm wagon to mar- 
ket, and. if they have, they will often 
sound shaky to the human ear. Mr. 
Inspector enters.the store, finds an un- 
usually cold egg or a preternaturally 
solid roll of butter, and confiscates it 
as cold-storage goods. The grocers in 
some cases are exercised over § ihis 
phase of the law and are waiting with 


in point. Dealers are hoping that the 
courts will take a rational view of the 
question and decide thé case brought 
to bar on its merits, and according to 
the spirit rather than to 
letter of the law. 
CATCH MANUFACTURERS. |

The largest plants now in 
place are specimens of the giant cereus 
of Arizona and Northern Mexico, 
ranging from ten to twelve feet in 
height. There are also some fine plants 
of the fish-hook cactus (Echinocactus 
Wislizeni,) as large as a barrel. It is 
expected that in a year's time this 
collection will surpass in number and 
variety the famous cactus garden of 
White Park at Riverside, now the 
largest on the Pacific Coast. 

A space of 200 feet square has been

feature of which is a giant pergola in

@ hundred feet long, each containing 
a turf walk eight feet wide. Already 
over a thousand roses have been 
planted and when these are all bearing 
flowers, festooned over the pergola or- 
arranged in color schemes in outlying 
beds it will. be a marvel and education 
to all rosarians, both amateur and 
professional. Several hundred of these 
roses were imported direct from Ire- 
land and are already in full bloom. 
With the rose garden the list of garden 
accessories and special features comes 
to an end, but there is contemplated a 
great variety of landscape work that 
‘will more than double the present 
number of special features exclusive 
of plant collections. 

The plant collections, that is, groups 
‘of one kind of plant in great numbers, 
is one of the most interesting and edu- 
cative of the various features in any 
part of the estate. Of bamboo there 
are nearly a thousand, native for the 
most part to India. China and Japan, 
though every country where bamboos 
grow has been drawn uponm In the lot 
may be seen low dwarfs from the high 
altitudes of the Himalayas and giants 
from tropical India that when full 
grown will tower a hundred feet above 
their lowly relatives, the grasses. 

The richest assortment of plants and 
those representing the greatest outlay 
of money are to be found in the grand 
collection of palms. A large part of 
this outdoor palm garden of hardy sub- 
jects has been picked up in California, 
and-the largest speciments of the sev- 
eral species to be found in this State 
are here brought together. These have 
cost to purchase, move and replant 
as high as $400 for a single palm. In 
this collection there are several hun- 
dred of the largest Cocos plumosa in 
California, and many of these have 
been utilized to adorn the main road- 
way leading up to the residence. By 
far the greater number of these palms 
are natives to North, South and Cen- 
tral America, though lands across 
both oceans are also represented. 

While on the subjects of roadside 
planting it is of interest to know that 
along one roadway have been planted 
nearly three thousand plants of Eng- 
lish tvy, and on another for four miles 
nothing but Cherokee roses. In other 
parts there are collections of shrubs 
and creepers consisting of a hundred 
sorts, but of Choisya and Duranta 
alone there are five hundred each. 
There are so many miles of roads and 
paths that a page of The Times would 
be needed to enumerate the different 
species of plants to be seen. 

One of the features in plant collec- 
tions which will dominate a large part 
of the arte ree is the wonderful num- 
ber and variety of conifers or cone- 
bearing trees. These may be seen by 
hundreds over a large range of terr!- 
tory. and comprise a hundred or more 
species, each represented by scores or 
more of a kind. Many of these are 
native American trees, but a special 
display has been made of the giant 
cedar of the Himalayas, a tree admir- 
ably adapted to California conditions 
and one of the most strikingly beaut!-_ 
the many sorts here assem- 


When completed one of the most 
curious groups of plants will be the 
ds, very fairly represented in Cali- 
fornia by the Japanese cycads; errone- 
ously known as sago palm, for it Is 
not a palm at all and only resembles 
it in appearance, not being closely re- 
lated. Some time will be necessary to 
perfect this group of plants, for many 
of the species have to be brought from 
remote parts of Africa, while others 
must be collected In the unsettled parts 
of Mexico and Central America. Some 
of these cvcads have fern-like leaves 
eight or ten feet long: others have their 
leafiets barbed and spined in quite as 
forinidable manner the average

cactus, In size they range from dwarfs 
but a foot high to large plants now a 
dosen feet, but which in their native

JUDICIAL DECISION OF RIGHTS 
EES IN STRIKES 


HE United States Circuit Court of 
"T Appeais of the Seventh Circuit had 
before it recently a case involving 
the much-agitated and frequently ad- 


‘| gudicated question of the rights of 


bor unions to enforce & strike 
means of picketing, and the limitations 


‘of the rights of the employer to the 


chinists for increased 
shorter hours, which demands were 
refused by several of the employing 
companies, among these the Allis- 
Chalmers Company, and a strike of 
the employés resulted. This company, 
in order to complete its contracts, sent 
its patterns to other foundries to have 
the castings made. The striking em- 
ployés called on the employés of the 
other companies to refuse to” make 
castings from these patterns, and this 
demand was in some instances ef- 
ive. 

Tbe trial court enjoined the striking 
employés from seeking the aid of the 
employés of the other companies in 
preventing the execution of the con- 
tracts for finished saw mills. , 

The opinion of the United States 
Cireult ju@ge in this case is such a 
clear and comprehensive statement of 
correlative rights and duties of em- 
ployer and employés during strikes 
and lockouts that it is here given at 
some length as showing the present 
attitude of the court In these matters: 

“If either party, with or without 
cause, ends an employment at will, the 
other has no legal ground of com- 
plaint. So if the course of the new 
men who quit or who declined em- 
ployment was the result of the free 
play of their intellects and wills, then 
against them the appellee had no 
cause of action, and much less against 
men who merely furnished information 
and arguments to aid them in forming 
thelr judgments. ‘Now it must not be 
forgotten that the suit was to protect 
the Company's property rights. Re- 
garding employments at will. those 
rights reached their limit at this line:
